"If any temporary check or delay in- 


tervenes, I believe that very soon com- 
mercial conditions will compel the now 
reluctant governments to unite with us 
in this movement to secure the en- 
largement of the volume of coined 
money needed for the thransaction of 
the business of the world." 


But the reluctant governments have 


nc-t united with us, and 'xhow no dis- 
position to do. Prince Bismarck^says 
the surest way. to secure their co- 
operation is for the United States to 
declare for international bimetallism. 


General John A. Logan said of the 


policy of contraction that accompanied 
tee demonetization of silver: 


"I, for one, can see benefit only to the 


money-holder and those who receive 
interest and have fixed incomes. 
I 


can see. as a result of this legislation. 
our business operations crippled and 
wages for labor reduced to a mere pit- 
tance. I can see the beautiful prairies 
of my own state and of the great west, 
which are blooming as gardens, with 
cheerful homes rising like white tow- 
ers along the pathway of improvement, 
again sinking back to idleness. 
I can 


see mortgage fiends at their hellish 
work, f can see the hopes of the in- i 
dustrious farmers blasted as they burn i 
corn for fuel because its price will not 
pay the cost of transportation and div- 
idends on millions of dollars of ficti- 
tious railway stocks and bonds. I' can 
see our people o£ the west groaning and 
burdened under taxation to pay debts 
of states, counties and cities incurred 
when money was more abundant and 
bright hopes of the future were held 
out to lead them on. I can see the peo- 
ple of our western states, who are pro- 
ducers. reduced to the condition of 
serfs to pay interest on public and 
private debts to the money sharks of 
Wall street, New York, and of Thread- 
needle street in London." 


Senator William B. Allison of Iowa 


said in the, senate June 6. 1S90: 


"The affairs of this world cannot be 


conducted upon the single basis of 
gold; and the war and contest today is 
between those who seek to destroy and 
outlaw silver and those who seek to 
place it upon an equality with gold.

In his famous lecture on "Myths and 


Miracles," delivered in many sections 
of the country, Bob Ingrersoll iisas 
spoke of the silver question: 


There is no man in the United States 


with ingenuity enough to account for 
thf; demonetization of silver in 1S73. 
There is not one. .We need altogether 
more money than we have. 


"We need twice as much money per 


capita to do the business of this coun- 
try as is needed to do the business of 
any other country, and yet there is al- 
ways somebody that is crazy for fear 
there will be more currency. I want 
just all the money we can get that is 
good, and silver is good enough for me. 
AH I want of money is to pay my debts. 
Yes, sir; and I want the law to compel 
the other fellows to take what I take. 
That is good enough for me. 


I believe that every ounce of silver 


that is dug under the American flag 
should be coined tree under the Ameri- 
can flag-. In my country they are mostly 
on thf- other side. They are with the 
bankers—with the rich fellows. They 
gei together and say we want gold. A 
man makes a contract to pay certain 
moneys in five years. I want a law 
so that he can pay the money when the 
contract comes due, with the money 
that was money when he made the 
contract. I do not think the few should 
have, the right to combine to increase 
the value of what people call money 
as against the debtor and in favor of 
the creditor. I want the free coinage 
of all the gold you can dig out of the 
mines and crevices of the rocks, and 
I want the free coinage of all the silver 
you can win from (ho mines of Amer- 
ica.There is no reason why Colonel In- 
gersoll should not have spoken his hon- 
est sentiments with regard to silver in 
his lectures with r.s perfect freedom 
and sincerity .as he declared his views 
of religion. Thpiv is no cause to doubt 
that he <!id so. There was not the 
slightest inducement to influence him 
to the contrary, and we" have the con- 
clusive proof of repetitions that he did 
speafe his honest sentiments then of sil- 
ver. For, in addition to the foregoing 
quotation from his lecture on "Myths 
and Mirap'.ss," v» hnve also the follow- 
ing extract from his lecture on farming, 
as reproduced from the Illinois State 
Register and published in pamphlet 
form by G. S. Baldwin, 1S-1 Madison 
street.

"W aether a person has left bis usual 


voting place for temporary purposes 
only is largely to be determined by 
the Judges. The length of time ol 
temporary absence is not to be con- 
sidered so long as the right o£ fran- 
chise was not exercised by the voter 
somewhere else, and so long as it was 
bis Intention to return. A person in 
the Government service, at Washing- 
ton, or elsewhere, is "temporarily" 
absent, and entitled to vete. Like- 
wise, a person absent in the service 
of the State'of Ohio is "temporarily" 
absent, and entitled to vote at the 
place he resided before going into the 
State's service, whether his family is 
absent with him or not.

this country? Would ii buy more abroad 
than ai presaat? And if ite silver dol- 
lar would be -worth bus 50 cents \vhilo 
the gold dollar would be \vorlb 100 
cents wonJd not the latter bay uvo «J- 
ver dollars a:;d tLereforc twiae as mccb 
of any prctiatt as a silver dtJlar? If this 
i* not tree, there wuald be no 50 cem 
dollar, and if it is rrae gold would 
naturally flov; to America because iu no 
other country lias it dccble purchasing 
power compared with local currency. 


But if there is to be a dump, from 


v.'hat source will it con:e, and will it be 
in the nature of a donation? If not a 
donation—if something is to be taken 
in exchange—what will tbat something 
be? No laatter what, perhaps, since it 
must be a natural or manufactured prod- 
uct and must necessarily accelerate busi- 
ness in the lilies affected. 


Will the dump come from Spanish 


America? There are between tie Rio 
Grande anci Capo Horn 60,000,000 peo- 
ple, including natives. They have $100,- 
000,000 in silver. Sonth Americana bare 
53 cents each in that nieta!. Mexicans 
have $4.54 per capita, wbile Central 
America hns $2.14. Soutb Americans 
have $550,000,000 in paper and mnst 
have ;J300,000,000 additional silver be- 
fore they oorno to a metallic basis-. If 
they should dump their silver, they 
mnst obtain gold in its place, -which, 
according to gold standard advocates, 
conld be obtained only at the rate of $2 
in silver for §1 ia gold. 


Would Fr;>:::r, Ccrr.-.rrnj or England 


dump their silver? In each country it 
passes at a lower ratio than 16 to 1, and 
they would lose in per capita circulation 
by the exchange. 


Could India dispense v.-itl: its silver: 


She has 1950,000,000 in silver coin, but 
she has 296,000,000 people—§o. 21 each. 
If India should part with her silver, 
•where wouJd she obtain almost $1,000,- 
000,000 in polA to take its place? There 
is only $4,000,000,000 in gold in the 
tforld, nnd at 50 cents on tbe dollar for 
silver- India would Grill have about 
$500,000,000 in gold to raise from other 
sotorees or divide her circulation by two. 
She ean hardly adopt such a course since 
she is anxious to import silver and seri- 
ously ebjeots to the closing of the mint* 
at the sommanti of England. It should 
be plain- that India cannot under aay 
circnmstiauees dnmp her silver. 


China lias f&OS per capita, mostly in 


Mexican aiivar. If China is to adopt a 
policy of internal; improvements and en- 
gage in manufacturing, that sum will, 
be needed and' more too. Besides, ii 
China dumps her silver on the United 
States our people--will sell tho Chinese 
goods to the vaiua ef $800,000,000, an 
item of trade not to be despised, espe- 
cially since the-arrangement would pre- 
clude the possibility of any other nation 
making saies to Ghina or China making 
sales to the United. States. 


Would Japan dump? Same conse- 


quences as above.. Japan has §4 per cap- 
ita in silver—approximately $160,000,- 
000—and is buying more in order to se- 
cure currency for toe accommodation oi, 
rapidly developing enterprises. Unless 
China begins to manufacture on a wore 
extensive scale it"n;uy be possible that 
Japan will secure a fair snare of the sil- 
ver in circulation in that empire. 


Will Europe) unload securities to ob- 


tain gold? If it should, will it not take 
payment at American, quotations, aud 
after that- interesting trausaciiou would 
not the securities be owned in the Unit- 
ed States aud the interest be payable at 
home, saving the profits of American 
business to Americans? Aud after Eu- 
rope had obtained the gold where could 
it- be invested with bejter assurance of 
profit? 


To sum the whole matter up, if tho 


United States had all the silver uud 
Europe all tho gold, Europe couid not 
sell anything to the United States with- 
out taking silver in payment and could 
sell nothing abroad in any other country 
because, from the statement of tbe case, 
no other countries would have either 
gold cr silver. Therefore Europe's busi- 
ness wouid bo instantly ruined. Thou 
consider that Europe dees aot raise 
enough to supply Uie -wants of its peo- 
ple. It would be compelled to buy or 
the people would starve and hence it 
wouid be forced to.part with its gold. 


Take into consideration, further, that 


the United States -*onld have gained, 
according to tho estimates of the gold 
standard people, over $3,000,000,000 iu 
50 cent silver dollars in exchange for 
its 600,000,000 IQOjeent gold dollars, a 
clear gain of three for one on a gold 
basis. This would be an increase in na- 
tional wealth never equaled

Magnificent. 


SIX HUNDRED FEOM LIMA, 


The Ihtntde Ih« Grande*! Ever 


IB Allen County — Thrrc 


Horximeu ui Line— 


M«n Turn Out. 


The Tri-connty Bryan and Siher 


rally held at Delphos Saturday after 
noon and evening, was ttte greatest 


iir ot the kind eyar held in Allen 


county, and never befcro in tee his- 
tory of the town has there been so 
mauy people in Delphos atone time. 
Fully twenty thousand people were 
in the place and it was no difficulty 
to determine that they were almost 
a unit in sympathy with the grand 
cause for which tbe enormous demon- 
stration was held. 


The afternoon meeting was a mon- 


ster one, but was no comparison to 
the one held in the evening. 
People 


began to arrive in Delphos in tbe 
early morning, and whea the Lima 
and "Eiida delegations arrived about 
S o'clock in the evening on a special 
train, all the principal streets of tne 
canal town were filled with a great 
throng of people. 


Delphos was in holiday attire. All 


the business blocks and a majority of 
the residences were elaborately deco- 
rated with flags and bunting, wbicb 
by the way, were not desecrated with 
pictures or printing. 
The money 


power'was very poorly represented 
in the Flag Day decorations there, 
while Bryan pictures were prominent 
everywhere.

Two 
large wagons, beautifully decorated, 
in which about fifty young ladies, 
wearing red, white and blue costumes, 
rode. In one light, four-wheeled ve- 
hicle, 
elaborately 
decorated 
and 


drawn by representatives of the wage 
earners, was a handsome young lady 
representing the Goddess of Liberty. 
Many other vehicles of every descrip- 
tion followed in the rear of the 
marching clubs, 


One of tbe most prominent features 


of tae parade was an organization of 
about fifty railroad men who carried 
the white and green lights of safety. 
These men received a continual ova- 
tion all along tbe line of march. In- 
terspersed through tbe 
precession 


were eight brass bands and several 
drum corps. At one point wbere a 
representative of tbe IISIES-DEMO 
CBAT w tne^sed tbe parade, it tojk 
over thirty minutes for the entire 
procession to pass and tbe men were 
marching almost as closely together 
as if in military drill.
